Both Of Them by The Mighty Sparrow (arr. S. Irvine) 

This calypso was composed by Trinidadian Calypso legend the Mighty Sparrow for the 1992 Road March 
competition, for which he won the title of Calypso Monarch. Sparrow has been writing and performing 
calypsos for over 65 years, and has won the Trinidad Carnival Road March eight times, and Calypso King/ 

Monarch title eight times. 

Demons by Imagine Dragons (arr. J. Cullen) 

Demons is a powerful song by Alternative/Pop/Rock band Imagine Dragons. It was number one in many 
countries and has sold over 4.1 million copies, making it the one of the top ten most downloaded songs in 

rock history. 

I’m Yours by Jason Mraz (arr. J. Moore) 

This song was chosen for it’s wonderfully laid-back reggae-influenced sounds that work beautifully on the 
steel pan. It is one of the most successful pop songs to date, having spent over seventy-six weeks on the 
Hot 100 chart. This arrangement features short pan solos by Yang and Mackenzie. 

Sand Point Reggae by Ray Holman (trans. J. Remy) 

A wonderful composition for steel pan ensemble by one of Trinidad’s top arrangers, Ray Holman. Ray was 
the first Carnival arranger to compose his own pieces rather than use calypsos written by other singers. This 
piece includes reggae, calypso and blues motifs and is a good representation of Ray Holman’s unique pan 

voicings. 

Sorry by Justin Bieber (arr. J. Cullen) 

This massive hit for Canadian pop star Justin Bieber was chosen not only for it’s immense popularity and 
chart success, but it’s “Dem Bow Riddim” (3-3-2 calypso beat) which is simply a simplified drum machine 
calypso rhythm made popular by Jamaican dancehall producers. 
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Pan in A Minor by Lord Kitchener (arr. P. McNeilly, transcribed. J. Cullen) 


Pan in A Minor is one of the “classics” of steel pan, performed by groups from Trinidad to Switzerland and 
everywhere in between. Lord Kitchener won the Trinidad road march competition ten times between 1965 
and 1976, more times than any other calypsonian. Tonight’s arrangement was done by “Pan Man Pat” 
McNeilly, the first steel pan teacher for Etobicoke schools. Listen for the chromatic runs and exciting rhythmic 

variations, a requisite in the Trinidad Panorama arrangements.
